It is also attractive and 
well executed both as to engrav- 


| ing and printing. An examination 


of several hundred copies from all 
parts of the country show that the 
printing is uniformly good, noth- 
ing in the way of extremely poor 
registered work having been seen. 

The stamps were printed in 
sheets of 100 stamps, cut into 
panes of fifty for distribution to 
the postoffices. The sheets of 100 
are divided by a vertical colored 
line through the center, the top and 
bottom ends of the line are deco- 
rated with one of the colored doo- 


| dads such as were first used on the 


recent Red Cross issue, these marks 
printing on the margins of the 
sheets at top and bottom. There 
is also a colored line running hori- 
zontallly across the sheet of 100 
stamps and when divided into panes 
of fifty by cutting on the vertical 
colored line the panes of fifty show 
the horizontal colored line across 
the pane through the perforations. 
The ten stamps at the right or left 
of the pane of fifty as the case 
may be, having straight edges with 
a colored line, if not cut away in 
separating the sheets of 100. 
The plate numbers in black ap- 
pear over the second and below 
the forty-seventh stamp in the left 
pane and over the fourth and be- 
low the forty-ninth stamp in the 
right pane. The red numbers ap- 
pear over the third and below the 
forty-eighth stamp in both right 
and left panes. 
hus we see that the red num- 
ber i is the key number as it should 
be in an engraving and printing 
job such as this, and its position 


is the same in both panes. In the 
left panes the letter F is prefixed 
before both plate numbers at the 
top of the sheet only, on the right 
pane, while the word “TOP” ap- 
pears in black gothic letters over 
the fifth stamp in the left pane. 
This word TOP shows up as a 
solid gothic letter also in what ap- 
pears to be double lined letters, 
this however may be due to ink- 
ing variations, altho the sheets 
show some with perfect black let- 
ters while others are as perfect in 
the double line. 

The two French gentlemen re- 
mind us very much of some types 
we have seen in the movies lately, 
while the George Washington that 
is handed us on this stamp is an 
entirely new George Washington 
different from anything that we 
can call to mind on other postage 
stamps. The face is rather long 
and inclined to be of the hatchet- 
faced type. However, we have 
made up our mind to take our 
George Washingtons as they hand 
them to us for with the new Bi- 
centennial stamps to appear in 
January we are going to have a 
dozen different George Washing- 
tons handed to us all in one set of 
stamps and we, like other stamp 
collectors will have to walk a chalk 
line when we look at this issue to 
find out whether we are sober oj 
whether we are seeing what we see. 

This situation will surely be 
tough on the school children, for it 
will be a difficult task for any 
teacher to convince any child that 
the dozen different George Wash- 
ingtons as portrayed on the new 
set of stamps are all the George 
Washington of Cherry tree fame. 

In planning the issue of this spe- 
cial stamp, the postoffice depart- 
ment began so far ahead that it 
was found that there would be 
time to issue the stamp and have 
it distributed to postmasters far 


enough in advance that it could be 
placed on sale throughout the 
country on the same date in all 
postoffices. It is to be regretted 
that there were postmasters who 
either through carelessness or for 
some other cause, permitted these 
stamps to be sold before the date 
set for their issue. 

Reports of the sale and use of 
these stamps from numerous dif- 
ferent towns in all parts of the 
country have been received. It is 
to be noted, however, that most if 
not all these infractions of the 
rules were from western cities. 
This is accounted for principally 
by the fact that in distributing the 
stamps the far western cities were 
supplied first and gradually the 
cities to the east were taken care 
of, so that by the date of issue 
all cities had been covered. 

The postoffice department has 
taken note of this violation of the 
rules as regards the sale of the 
stamps prior to the prescribed date 
and has issued a very severe warn- 
ing to postmasters regarding this 
matter. 


The following clipping from the 
Postal Bulletin will best explain 
how the Department feels about 
the matter. 


Third Assistant Post- 
master General, 


Washington, Oct. 14, 1931. 


The Postal Bulletin of Septem- 
ber 2, 1931, contained the general 
announcement concerning the 
Yorktown commemorative postage 
stamp issue. In this announce- 
ment it was emphasized that “In 
order that the Yorktown stamps 
may be available for purchase at 
post offices throughout the country 
on October 20, shipments will be 
sent in advance, but postmasters 
are specifically directed that under 
no circumstances shall they permit

any of the Yorktown stamps to be 
sold before October 20, 1931.” 
Shipments were made by regis- 


tered mail in envelopes plainly 
marked “Positively not to be 
placed on sale until October 20, 
1931.” 


Notwithstanding these clear in- 
structions, reports have been re- 
ceived from six offices so far that 
postmasters had placed on sale 
these commemorative stamps pr ior 
to the release date. This is one 
of the most serious violations of 
departmental regulations, and 
statements that postmasters have 
overlooked the notice in the bulle- 
tin are no excuse for ignoring the 
plainly printed instructions on the 
registered envelope in which the 


stamps are sent. 3 
Such disregard of instructions 
lays a postmaster open to the 


charge that he has conspired with 
stamp collectors in creating first- 
day covers of considerable value 
and the delinquency i is ample cause 
for a postmaster’s dismissal, Post- 
masters not interested enough in 
their postal duties to care pr operly 
for matters of this kind are not 
competent to be retained. 

The department is attempting to 
accommodate the public by making 
advance shipments of commemora- 
tive stamps so that they will be 
available at post offices throughout 
the countrv on the day following 
the first day of sale at selected 
points. To effect this it is neces- 
sary to have the cooperation of 
postmasters and to prevent release 
to the public prior to that date.

velopes. It is absolutely essential 
that postmasters give attention to 
the necessity of withholding these 
from distribution prior to that 
date. Any delinquencies in this 
respect will be severely dealt with.

We believe that any future ac- 
tion of this sort could be very 
easily blocked by the postoffice de- 
partment, in so far as affecting 
values in the eyes of stamp collec- 
tors is concerned if the Govern- 
ment would announce with the is- 
sue of any new postage stamps 
that such stamps were not accept- 
able for the payment of postage 
until a certain date. This would 
cause in many instances a return 
of any letters bearing any such 
stamps to the writer and would 
thus tend to defeat the plans of 
anyone who tried to use the stamps 
before they were available for use. 
It would also cause stamp collec- 
tors to refuse to recognize any 
stamps that were on covers and 
cancelled before the authorized 
date of use, for stamp collectors 
are very strict about what they do 
recognize and if a Government de- 
cree says that a stamp is not ac- 


ceptable for postage prior to a 
certain date, cataloguers will not 


recognize such a stamp as legiti- 
mately issued when cancelled be- 
fore that date. 

Indications are that there are 
coing to be some very interesting 
things to watch for in plate num- 
bers. Readers of Linn’s Weekly 
have gone a long ways toward 
vaking it possible for us to give 
almost a complete list of numbers 
in this issue of the paper, the first 
after the issue of these stamps. 
Already 26 different black plates 
have been reported but we feel 
obliged to question some of these 
numbers since they have been re- 
rorted from but one person in each 
instance. 

Of the red plates there have been 
16 different reported. 

A table showing combinations of 
the two plates that have not been 
reported is printed with this ar- 
ticle. In printing this table in this 
manner we can readily alter it to 
make necessary notations of new 
combinations in a future issue of 
this paper. Please understand that 
all of the combinations of the two 
numbers are already reported as 
existing, excepting those that are 
indicated by a mark on the accor. 
panying table. If you see or airs r{

THE NEW “GIBBONS,” 1932 
Reviewed by “Marquette” 
In Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly 


The new Gibbons Catalogue, 
which now lies before me, has been 
eagerly looked for by all interested 
in stamp values as everyone wants 
to know what the Publishers of the 
leading catalogue think of the state 
of the stamp market in these diffi- 
cult times. 

Reading the introduction, in 
which they give their views on cur- 
rent market conditions, and study- 
ing the prices, I come to the con- 
clusion that their feeling is one of 
qualified optimism. They remark 
that their own business (which, cov- 
ering the whole field of Philately, 
is a very good index) is increasing 
from year to year and that, while 
business conditiions generally, both 
at home and abroad, have forced 
a number of collectors to curtail 
or suspend purcheses of stamps, 
their place is being taken by new 
recruits, many of whom are not 
juniors, but business and profes- 
sional men. This influx of new 
blood, they attribute to a large ex- 
tent to the publicity given to the 
hobby in the general press and by 
other methods. 

An examination of the prices in 
the new volume shows that nearly 
as many prices have been altered 
this year as has been the case in 
previous periods. In regard to 
Colonial prices, the introduction re- 
marks that “the rarer stamps of 
the British Empire continue to 
fetch high prices, and there is no 
falling off in the sale of these. The 
middle issues remain in steady de- 
mand, and the only section which 
in any way reflects the commercial 
slump is the modern issues.” The 
fact that a large portion of the 
prices for modern Colonials have 
had to remain stationary is due, in 
the opinion of the Publishers, to 
the fact that these issues are the 
chosen field of the speculator, who 
acquires stocks in the hope that 
they will rise in value, but is forced 
in times like the present, to un- 
load at even less than he paid, to 
the detriment of market values. 
This phase is not likely to last long, 
as collectors absorb enormous 
quantities of modern issues each 
year in the ordinary way of collect- 
ing, so that surplus stocks soon 
disappear from the market. The 
great factor in regard to new is- 
sues is that demand _ increases, 
rather than declines. For example, 
our Publishers have sold nearly 
twice as many new issues in the

first half of 1931 as they did dur- 
ing the same period last year. So 
long as basic demand remains good, 
any temporary fluctuation in the 
stocks available on the market is 
soon ironed out. 

The Introduction goes on to re- 
fer to the fact that during the past 
two years Messrs. Gibbons have 
been very large buyers of Colonial 
stamps. Last year they bought a 
£25,000 stock and this year they 
have the enormous Lincoln stock. 
In consequence, and in view of the 
present conditions, when collectors, 
like everyone else, want to buy 
cheaply, they have decided, where 
stocks allow, to give their custom- 
ers the advantage of these pur- 
chases, by not raising the prices 
of many medium and common 
stamps which would otherwise have 
gone up in the Catalogue, and they 
have, in a smaller proportion of 
cases, been able to lower prices. 
They emphasize that in doing this 
they are not reflecting the general 
market conditions, but are disre- 
garding them, for the benefit of 
their customers, and they add that 
collectors who find that certain 
stamps which they hoped would 
rise have, in fact, not risen, will 
find consolation in the fact that 
many stamps which they still want 
are obtainable more cheaply than 
they would otherwise have been. In 
any case there are more than twen- 
ty thousand additional or altered 
prices in the Whole World volume, 
so that there is plenty of interest 
in this connection. 

An examination of the actual 
price changes shows that there is 
an upward movement over a wide 
range of issues. A number of the 
West Indian Colonies show nu- 
merous rises, though there is rather 
less change in the equally popular 
Canadian and Newfoundland issues. 
Maltas have again risen in many 
cases, though here and_ there 
prices have eased. The commoner 
Irish are down in many cases, but 
there is a plentiful sprinkling of 
rises in some of the smaller Afri- 
can colonies while Australian 
States are on the move—sheer ne- 
cessity, I should imagine, as stocks 
everywhere have been depleted 
during the past few years, owing 
to a distinct revival of interest. 

Once again a good many used 
prices in the early and middle is- 
sues have taken an upward turn. 
Some Edwardians are moving,

Golden Bear Stamp Co., 2605 Ninth Ave., Oakland, Calif. 
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both unused and used, and in spite 
of the Publisher’s remarks about 
modern Colonials, quite a few 
Georgians have gone up. After 
all, apart from speculation, there 
have not been so very many new 
issues during the past twelve 
months, so not so many stamps 
have been raised on going obsolete. 

As a group, Air stamp have 
probably risen more than any oth- 
er section, as the demand is phe- 
nomenal, and this applies with 
particular force to the Foreign 
Countries volume of the Catalogue. 
For the rest, the sixteen thousand 
or so price alterations are scattered 
widely through the volume, mute 
testimony to the fact so often noted 
of late, that collectors are tending 
more and more to leave the beaten 
tracks of the “popular groups” and 
that, in turn, every country has 
its day. 

The Introduction remarks that 
the majority of the rises will be 
found in the European and South 
and Central American groups, the 
latter showing signs of coming in- 
to more prominence of late. United 
States issues are again up all 
round, in spite of the slump, and 
are still very hard to get. 

Altogether the new volumes are 
just as interesting as ever, and 
quite a lot of revision has been 
done, though no lists in Part II 
have been rewritten. I advise every 
reader to get the new Catalogue 
at once. Each edition is so much 
better than its predecessor that 
the use of an out-of-date volume 
produces a very marked inferiority 
complex.

All indications point to an in- 
vestigation of the Athol error. At 
the risk of incurring displeasure, 
we ask, what is there to investi- 
gate? It would seem that some 
person or persons unknown have 
corralled a quantity of this inter- 
esting error. It is in demand so 
they decide to offer them at auction. 
Lawrence Bros. have regular sales, 
and get pretty fair prices for this 
stamp. They may even have a few 
extra copies for second and third 
high bid. For which we are thank- 
ful as our bid $1.10 was second to 
a high of $1.40. However this was 
a long time ago. It simmers down 
to the questions: Shall the unknown 
holder come forward and tell his 
private business or shall Lawrence 
Bros. be unethical enough to re- 
veal their client’s affairs? 

There is also the other side of 
the question, the catalog price of 
this stamp. Based on an original 
order of 250,000 there would be 
around 8,000 odd copies of the er- 
ror. Dr. Mitchell justly places a 
price of a dollar on it. So you have 
a choice of waiting, or being sure 
and paying 6 or 7 times list price. 
As the famous race horse expert 
would say, it’s in your lily white 
hands. 

Apropo to the above;—Where 
are the Springfield, Ill., errors? Our 
own pair is the only one we have 
seen and came thru Hoover Bros. 
at a reasonable per cent off cata- 
log on account of being a trifle off 
center. Ninety per cent of the 
want lists want it. None are of- 
fered, even in the sales “out where 
the West begins”. However we do 
know of a local dealer picking up 
an Athol error in some mix. 

One more blast before signing 
off. Turn back to the time when 
the Girard 1% compound was con- 
sidered as good, or even better 
than the Batavia. It just wasn’t 
and if our memory serves correct- 
ly it was missing in the famous 
Carrol collection. Shortly they 
came peeping over the horizon at 
five dollars a peep. A Wisconsin 
dealer turned up a quantity and 
promptly offered them at either 25 
or 50¢c per stamp. (At the time they 
listed 25c) The only investigation 
we know of at that time was our 
own, when we took our dividers 
and glass to see if it was O.K., and 
we did not nor do not doubt the 
integrity of L. Davis of Beloit, one 
iota.

BURO PRINTS Such is the brief 

name for a cer- 
tain group of United States stamps 
that are attracting much attention. 
It has always been our belief that 
these particular stamps got a bad 
start. With the extensive interest 
in our own United States issues, 
this particular group of stamps 
should merit the attention of every 
collector of United States Postage 
stamps for they have everythin 
that lends interest to stamp col- 
lecting. 

First pounced upon by the Pre- 
eancel collector and adopted as a 
part of Precancel collecting, they 
have gained a name that in the 
eyes of many collectors brands 
them as undersirables, yet these 
stamps are as far from having the 
undesirable qualities of the old 
style varieties of precancels as are 
the classic early issues of United 
States Postage Stamps. 

It is a fact that there are thou- 
sands of stamp collectors who do 
not know a Buro Print when they 
see one and have no idea what it is 
all about. 

For the benefit of this large 
group of collectors and in the be- 
lief that many more collectors 
would take an interest in these 
stamps if they but realized the 
wonderful possibilities to be found 
in these issues we shall attempt 
to explain these stamps. 

The postoffice department classes 
the stamps as precancels, collectors 
call them Bureau Precancels or 
Buro Prints, meaning Bureau 














Printed Precancels as distinguished 
from all other forms and varieties 
of precancels. The Buro Precan- 
cels are printed in Washington in 
the Bureau of Printing and Engrav- 
ing. The overprint of the name of 
the town is applied on the stamp at 
the same time that it is printed. 
That is, the stamps are printed on 
the Rotary presses from rolls of pa- 
per, the stamp itself is first printed 
and as the roll of paper continues 
on through the press the overprint 
is applied in black ink. 

This is the same manner in 
which the recent Kansas and Ne- 
braska State stamps were printed, 
same as the Molly Pitcher and 
Hawaii issue was prepared. 

The Kansas and Nebraska 
stamps were issued for sale only 
in those states and were not on 
sale in the larger towns of those 
states. These stamps were avail- 
able to anyone and were cancelled 
in the usual manner when placed on 
mail matter. 

Buro Print Precancels are is- 
sued only to certain towns and are 
sold only to persons or firms who 
have a permit to use precanceled 
stamps, also are used at Parcel 
Post mailing windows where the 
postal clerk places them on par- 
cels that come through the window 
for mailing. Thus their use is 
not restricted entirely to permit 
holders but the stamps may appear 
on a parcel that the average citizen 
offers for mailing. 

Unlike the State stamps, these 
stamps are not cancelled again, the 
printed name of the town is the 
cancellation, thus we get the name 
“Precancelled”. 

These stamps, therefore, are in 
effect “City Stamps” instead of 
“State Stamps” as were the 
Kansas and Nebraska issues. 

The ordinary type of precancel 
may be either a handstamped or a 
printed overprint. The postmaster 
issues or prepares the stamps as 
needed. He may overprint only 9a 
single sheet of some denomination 
or value, he may overprint a sheet 
with a double overprint, he may 
do a dozen things that will create 
an error or a different variety and 
there may be only a single sheet of 
this error or variety. On the other 
hand, it is not unknown that col- 
lectors in small towns as well as 
in large cities may through ac- 
quaintance with postmasters, have 
stamps that are out of issue, pre- 
canceled. That inverts may be 
made, that other things which are 
not done at the Brueau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing are done with or- 
dinary types of precancels so that 
many of them simply border on the 
ridiculous. Frequently a postmaster 
will dump in miscellaneous com- 
memoratives that are lying about 
the office, precancel them and clean 
them up in this manner while such 
things do not happen with Buro 
Prints.

such errors do turn up in Buro 
Prints they command a price and 
a ready market out of all propor- 
tion to errors that appear in the 
standard variety of precancel. 

Buro Prints are clean, they have 
nothing in the way of manipula- 
tion or favor behind them in their 
printing or in their issue. 

Buro Prints come both in sheets 
and in coils and make very attrac- 
tive and interesting collections. 
They are not saleable to the pub- 
lic unused, are not supposed to be 
held by stamp collectors unused so 
that in obtaining blocks or pairs 
one must recover them from mail. 

Collectors are taking both single 
copies and blocks of four of the 
sheet varieties while in the coils, 
due to the method of printing, 
there are besides the singles, four 
interesting pairs to collect and if 
you choose, a strip of three, thus 
getting all possible combinations in 
the smallest available piece. 


Besides the plain coil pair, there 
is the pair with the coil line be- 
tween. On the plain pair you can 
also get the precancel with the gap 
between the two cancellations on 
the two stamps. This is caused by 
the split in the plate that is used 
on the Rotary press. Pairs with 
this plate gap can also be found 
with the coil line through the plate 
gap and a strip of three showing 
the plate gap between the first and 
second stamp and with the coil line 
between the second and last stamp 
is a very scarce strip. 

Thus it will be seen that there 
is a big field with a range of in- 
teresting pieces for the collector 
who really wants something to look 
for and all this can be done with- 
out squinting through a micro- 
scope and ruining your eyes. 

Already several distinct errors 
have apeared which bring prices up 
to $5.00 or more for single copies. 
In rarities there are the early ex- 
perimental issues, some of which 
sell at over $100 each and the rare 
Liberty, Mo., 144c value which is 
recognized as a $50 stamp so it 
is plain to be seen that this branch 
of precancels has active interested 
cash buyers behind it. These men 
are Buro Print collectors, many of 
them not in any way being inter- 
ested in the ordinary type of pre- 
cancel.

PRECANCEL NOTES

I had my first glimpse of a pre- 
canceled Ohio cigarette tax stamp 
at the last meeting of our stamp 
club. It was a type set affair. 
The name of the company and the 
month and year date in two lines 
of small type between thin lines. 





A stove company in Beaver Dam 
Wis., still uses handstamp and 
electro precancels concurrently on 
their parcel post. I wonder if any- 
one can tell me why? 





About all the lower values of 
the new issue dues. have been com- 
ing thru from Cleveland lately, and 
are rather plentiful too. 





Indianapolis precanceled the cur- 
rent 5c airmail recently with its 
regular type IV electro, and curi- 
ously enough most of them were 
used on dedication covers making 
it sort of a 2-in-1 affair, valuable 
to airmail cover and precancel col- 
lectors alike. The cover I observed 
had a postmark on it but whoever 
applied it was careful not to touch 
the stamp. No doubt he had the 
precancel collector in mind when 
doing this. I am further informed 
that but 630 copies were so pre- 
canceled and that the postmaster 
says no more of this sort will be 
precancelled. 





It’s very amusing to note what 
some people value their stamps at. 
For instance, Mr. Al Jones’ valua- 
tion of his Valley Forge, Seymour, 
Ind. precancel. We wonder if Mr. 
Jones would be willing to pay 
around $2.50 net for other com- 
memoratives equally as genuine 
and as scarce? 

We think nix! The catalog mak- 
ers valuation may be a little low 
but it’s nearer right than Mr. 
Jones’. 





Likewise Mr. Vic Rotnem mak- 
ing the absurd statement that all 
handstamp precancels should be 
discarded from the catalog. We 
wonder what Mr. Rotnem’s reaction 
would have been had someone made 
such a suggestion when he was con- 
nected with the Rotnem Stamp Co. 





Incidentally the above mentioned 
Valley Forge, Seymour, Ind. pre- 
cancel is a handstamp.

First: Send to the Supt. of Doc- 
uments, U. S. Government Print- 
ing Office, Washington, D. C. and 
purchase a copy of the “Navy Di- 
rectory”. This costs 25c, and will 
give you the Home Port of all ships 
in commission. 

Second: Prepare your covers 
neatly, write a memo stating that 
ship postmark is desired, and mail 
same to Naval Mail Clerk, U.S.S. 
Nitro, (or whatever ship) via New 
York, N. Y. (or whatever city 1s 
her home port).

Phillip Marchington who carried 
mail out of Boston in 1856 was 
paid $10 per week, and in addition 
to that a proportionate amount of 
the funds that accrued each month 
from the proceeds of stamps sold 
at different places on his route. 
This made his salary average about 
$15 per week. 

Charles A. Tyler of New York 
City started to carry mail when 14 
years old. His father was a clerk 
and later a carrier. Each carrier 
was allowed an assistant but these 
helpers were not allowed to enter 
the post office, but met the carriers 
at stated places each day to receive 
the mail for delivery. They had to 
give a pledge that they would per- 
form their duty faithfully and 
promptly. Charles Tyler was one 
of these helpers, but in 1849, when 
the California gold rush was on 
enough employees left that he got 
a chance to become a regular em- 
ployee. There was 23 mail carriers 
in New York then. 

John Brown who was appointed 
a carrier in Philadelphia, Pa., in 
1845, has told some very interest- 
ing things. Mail service in those 
days was locked pouches between 
terminal points, so that mail for 
way-stations between had to go to 
the terminal and back on the 
next train which sometimes caused 
a days delay. There were about 
20 clerks and the same number of 
carriers in Philadelphia at that 
time. If patrons went to the office 
they paid the charges when their 
mail was handed them but if the 
carrier took it out he had to take 
little way-bills for each piece of 
mail. He collected two cents for 
each letter and % cent for each 
paper, and this was all the pay the

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carrier received. One carrier made 
$2,500 one year. 


Stamping was done by the clerk 
last appointed. He was expected 
to rate, mark and stamp all letters 
deposited in the post office. He had 
to know geography, local distances, 
etc. In addition he was expected 
to make a reasonable guess how 
many pieces of paper a letter con- 
tained as each piece of paper was 
subjected to a separate rate. The 
junior clerk then marked the 
amount of postage due on each let- 
ter with a pen. A half keg of % 
cent pieces was kept at the general 
delivery window for change. One 
of the clerks of this office tells that 
under this administration no defi- 
nite awards of allowances were 
made for postoffices, for the post- 
master was allowed to spend the 
money necessary for the running 
expenses, and any surplus of re- 
ceipts beyond this sum he had au- 
thority to distribute among his 
clerks, some receiving as much as 
$70 as their share for a quarter. 

In 1869, the carriers of San 


Francisco, Calif., collected 5¢ a 
piece for the letters they delivered. 
Not all would have the carriers 
deliver their letters when the post- 
office was so handy. Sometimes 
they would be handed a dollar for 
bringing a man a letter that he 
waited a long time for, and even 
at times were handed $5 gold 
pieces. Those who had money in 
those days spent it freely. San 
Francisco was away out of the 
world then, and letters from home, 
like angel’s visits, came scarce and 
high. The carriers had no bags or 
satchels then but each one provided 
himself with a couple of gunny 
sacks. Sometimes one of these 
would be left in a saloon while the 
carrier delivered the contents of 
the other. They were never mo- 
lested as letters were too popular 
and shooting too free. Every man 
had to report every night for sort- 
ing duty or forfeit $1.00 for a sub- 
stitute. The carriers would gather 
in the postoffice when the mails 
came in and empty the pouches on 
the floor and squat down around 
the pile of letters and pick them 
out. As each address was called the 
man who held the letter would flick 
it across the pile to whomever it 
belonged, with one of these re- 
marks: “This is for you, John.” 
“Put this in Billy’s pile’, “Here’s 
another for that red headed girl on 
Mission St., Jack. Who can be writ- 
ing her all the while from Ken- 
tucky?” 


Tim Mahoney, the first carrier in 
San Francisco, began to deliver let- 
ters in 1859, and as soon as it be- 
came known that he was deliver- 
ing letters for 25c he did a rushing 
business. Some would offer him $1 
and his customers increased to such 
an extent that he had to become 
select. The two bit trade was ig- 
nored and he catered entirely to the 
dollar patrons.
